Dur- 
ing tho early part, of the day a shopping 
tour was made by the Princess. She did 
nut use her carriage, but kept in tho im- 
mediate neighborhood of her hotel. In 
tho evening she was out again with her 
maid of honor for a short promnade on 
Market street. Tho Princess appears to 
be as great an admirer of Nilssoti as tho 
general public, since the Grand Opera- 
House was again honored by her pres- 
ence last night. I 

Hotel Dm. Month, Monterkv, Dec. 
15. — The Marquis of Lome and Princess 
Louiso and suite arrived here on tho fast 
train from San Krnnoisco. Ppon. alight- 
ing the Marquis remarked upon tho tine | 
bracing air and inquired uf H. J. Palmer, 
who received thorn, what tho distance 
was to the hotel. C'puti boins; informed i 
that it was COO yards tho Princess ex- 
pressed a desire to walk, and tho party, 
escorted by Mr. Palmer, who lighted the 
way with a common lantern, proceeded 
through tho trees up the walks to the 
hotel. The crowd did not stir from the 
platform, but ' allowed them to go all 
alone. Not a single servant or guard ac- 
companied them. As the Princess was 
leaving the platform she turned to Col- 
onol TotirteloUe and said: "Now, Col- 
onel, I know yon do not liko walking, 
and if you prefer we will ride. Now, do 
not walk on my account." The gallant 
soldier protested that ho "adored" walk- 
ing. Upon arriving al the hotel they en- 
tered at the ladies' entrance and were 
shown to their rooms. 

Tho party will remain hero for a week 
or ten days should the fino weather con- 
tinue, and to enable them to fully enjoy 
their stay here they brought seventy 
pieces of baggage, an average of nearly 
nine trunks and valises for each person. 

No programme has been arranged for 
their entertainment during their stay, but 
it is understood that they desire to be 
left alone to amuse themselves in their 
own way. They will probably indulge 
their propensities for walking, as the 
roads are in good condition. Among the 
other guests here are Sir .lames and Lady 
McCulloch of Australia.

China. 

Hongkong, Nov. 22. — A great fire oc- 
curred at Canton, Nov. 7th and 8th.

Tno, the Nanking viceroy, has had a 
stroke of paralysis and is not expected to 
survive. 

A secret dispatch is discovered to havo 
boon sent by'Lsung Li Hamon to tho local i 
authorities in tho province of Soo Chow, I 
ordering a strict watch over suspicious 
aliens travelling disguised as Chinese. It I 
is by some supposed that this is aimed at 
tho missionariet who frequently adopt 
this eostuino. 

Lu Hung Gluing continues to push for- 
ward the reorganization of the navy. Ho 
has ordered additional torpedo boats from 
Germany and great quantities of small 
arms have been purchased for the army. 

Mulandorft', a German resident of Tient- 
sing, it is said, will be appointed foreign 
adviser to tho Coroau ministry. 

Tho French envoy will renew proposals 
for a treaty with Corea, abandoning, if 
necessary, his claim for the admission of 
missionaries and consenting to tho exclu- 
sion of opium. 

Japan. 

Yokohama, Dec. 1. — A supplementary 
treaty has been executed between Japan 
and Corea extending the boundaries of

FarmoE, 

Tho following letter, descriptive of 
an interview of it Nebraska farmer 
nnd the Marquis of Lome, is published 
by the Ardrossan Herald: 

"Valley Station, Douglas (Jountv, 
Nebraska, Octobor G, 1882. 

"Dkak Sin, — I have hud u visit 
from the Marquis of Lome, tho Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada. Along with 
h i in were tho Princess Louise nnd suite, 
who were on a tour through tho Rooky. 
Mountains. They canio up lo my 
house, and stayed for three, hours, and 
tho Princess took a sketch of my 
whole place — farm-house, stabling, 
wiro fonco arid all the trees I had 
planted myself about three years since. 
The Marquis and the Princess both 
shook hands with me w hen they camo 
up, but did not say who they wero for 
more than an hour. Ho asked me 
where I came from. I told him 1 
canio from Kilwinning, Ayrshire, 
Scotland. lie said he wan a country- 
man of mine, and Lady Cauipboll, his 
sister, was a countrywoman of mine. 
So then he asked me how lonp- 1 had 
been in this country ; so I told him [ 
had been six years, and he asked me if 
this farm was in cultivation when I 
came lo it. 1 said no, it was all wild 
prairie. I asked him how long he had 
heen in this country. He said lie had 
been four years I said — Where 
have, you been putting yourself all 
these four years I He -said In: had 
been in Canada. I have a large pic- 
ture of tho Prince of Wales nnd of the 
Princess of Wales in n very line black 
walnut frame. He looked all around 
the room, and then he said — You have 
got my wife's brother here. 1 said — 
Yvitr wife's brother? Do you know 
who that is, sir ] Yes, 1 do, he said. 
Well, F ran out of the house to look 
at the Princess Louise; for J had seen 
her before. Then I said — Good Lord, 
is it possible ! 1 am talking to tho 
Mufijuia oi Lome sou don t know it. 
Then 1 was ashamed of myself, after 
the way I had spoken to him, and he 
laughed at me and told me then that 
he was tho Governor-General of Cana- 
da. Then he asked mo what family 1 
had. I said J had two sons here. 18 
mid '_'U years old. 'Then,' said he, 'if 
you -.vill send them over to nie in 
British Columbia, 1 shall give you 320 
acres of the best land that there ia in 
that country for nothing.' He took 
my address, anil asked mo if I would 
come. 1 said 1 would think about it. 
So since, lie went, I had a letter from 
him last week to see if T had made tip 
my mind to come, and lie sent me 
about 300 pamphlets to distribute 
among farmers in my neighborhood. 1 
have given the conversation an spoken 
by the Marquis ami myself, but in 
ven broad Scotch.
